REMARKS 

A. Restriction Requirement 

In the Action, the Examiner asserts that the claims are drawn to patentably distinct 
inventions. In this regard, the Examiner has issued a restriction requirement, requiring 
election between the following 2 groiips: 

Group I: dravsoi to a container; Claims 27-35 are drawn to this group; and 
Group II: drawn to a membrane lid; Claims 1-26 are drawn to this group. 
Applicants hereby traverse the restriction requirement made by the Examiner and 
provisionally elect Group I. Applicants reserve the right to file a petition from requirement 
for restriction pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.144, 

Claims 27-35 are believed to read on elected Group I. 

B. Election of Species Requirement 

The Examiner also indicates that the claims are drawn to patentably distinct species. In 
particular, the Examiner asserts that various membrane lids depicted in the figures are
